NEGATIVE WIN8. 

Second Debate of the Season 
Arouses Much Controversy 
Among Those Present. 

Tho ''.Vond meeting of the Literary 
and Dt v >tin K Society was held last 
evening in Strathcona Hall. At least 
50 students were on hand to hear the 
debate on the Bubject of Socialism as 
the solution of our after tho war 
problems, and the form of tho motion 
was as follows: 

"Resolved: that Socialism is the so- 
lution of our after the war problems." 

Tho chief speakers of the evening 
were Mr. J. K. Mergler and Mr. O. 
Klineborg, for tho affirmative, and 
Mr. H. A. Aylen, and Mr. C. H. 
Adair for the negatlvo 
" Mr. O. Klineberg opened tht de- 
bate in favour of tho affirmative side. 
He proceeded to define at some 
length the exact significance of So- 
cialism, and the meaning of its pro- 
gramme. Socialism is not tho gath- 
ering together of all tho money means, 
all the property and possessions of all 
individuals, and a redistribution' on 
the basis of an equal share for each. 
It is rather tho movement which aims 
at the substitution of the common ami 
collective, as opposed fo tho private, 
ownership of all the important means 
of production and distribution. 

Following upon this the speaker ap- 
plied this concept to tho problems 
with which wo shall have to concern 
ourselves after the -war. Prominent 
among these is the great labour prob- 
lem, in all its phases. Thero will bo 
a largo number of' returned soldiers, 
unfit for their former work, who will 
be under tho necessity of finding em- 
ployment. All the war workers con- 
nected with munition plants aud shell 
factories, and numbering about sixty 
million, will bo thrown out of em- 
ployment. Women have replaced men 
in several industries, and sinco their 
labour can bo secured at a cheaper 
rate, they will be preferred to men, 
who will thoroforo find themselves in 
treat difficulties. To offsot this, it 
is necessary to have a common con- 
trol of all productive labour, -so that 
wo:k shall be directed into tho right 
channels, and all labourers to their 
proper vocations. The solution of tho 
labour problem is thus tho socializa- 
tion of industry. 

The war has brought about an eco- 
nomic upheaval. Production has been 
greatly curtailed in several important 
industries. Prices therefore' havo gone 
up, and necessarily will continue to 
go up. This will not affect the mon- 
eyed class, but tho poor will be In 
a state of famine. The • community 
must intervene to see that "all get 
bread before any cat cake." Without 
tho regulation of the necessities of 
life, without common control of the 
distribution of necessities, a state of 
economic misery will undoubtedly en- 
sue. 

Mr. Klineberg nlso dealt with the 
international relations after the war, 
their effects upon international trade, 
and tho consequent effect upon the 
satisfaction of economic wants. So- 
cialism, bringing about better rela- 
iions between countries, and regulat- 
ing the proper flow o'f imports and ex- 
ports, will have a beneficial effect on 
the satisfactory adjustment of these 
conditions. 

On behalf of the negative side the 
fpllowing points were pul forward T>y 
0. H. Adnlr — That our chief moral 
problem after the war will be that 
raised by the difference in numbor 
between the sexes — that this problem 
would net be solved by the free and 
easy attitude of Socialism towards our 
present standard of morality and mar- 
riage As to tho socialistic platform 
of Stato Education, it would be Im- 
possible to apply this In view of the 
•t.ti tude towards It of our French 
population and Roman Catholicism in 
femoral. 

Tho industrial and economic prob- 
lems, such as shipbuilding, re-estab- 
lishment of oversoas' eommorco, the 
resuming of their normal operations of

Dear , I was glad to get your 

letter of Nov. 18th, and the two pack- 
ets of Dailies you sent. The Daily 
is always interesting and cheering. 

Possibly you are wondering how we 
spent yesterday. Well, I hope you had 
a I/ferry Christmas for me. The only 
way in which it was recognized by 
this part of tho army was that there 
was plum pudding in our rations. But 
I was lucky enough to get a parcel 
Christmas Kvo, and another tho noxt 
night. Thero was a "Y" with a good 
canteen near, so we had plenty of 
eats. Two parties, one on Christmas 
evening and one Christmas night, 
Velped to brighten tho season, but to 
me they seemed too formal to . bu 
called Christmas parties. 

There's over an inch of snow on 
tho .ground. You might think that it 
would remind us of Canada, but by 
the time snow mnrie this town looS 
homelike any planes that were still 
up would have made the record set by 
Noah's raven look small. 

Poor Mac. spent his Xmns In hos' 
pital, and missed all his Xmns uar- 
cels, which wero addressed hero. How- 
ever, Santa Claud and a brass band 
called on him, and left him a stocking 
and a cigarette case from the "Y." 
lie is convalescing now at Woking- 
ham, and expects to get quite fit again 
in a month or so. 

I had tho great pleasure of seeing 
two air raids when on leave in Lon- 
don. Most of tho da.nago was done 
by our own shells and falling shrap- 
nel. Fritz dici-.'t stay long, he found

The following letter has just been 
received by Dr. Warrincr, of tho Con- 
gregational . College, from Oliver B. 
Crnik, of Arts '18. Oliver, with T. 
W. Bale and A. -Richards, wont over- 
seas with the McGill Hospital. He has 
received the Military Medal and gain- 
ed a commission. Bale has also quali- 
fied for a commission, and is with the 
Tank Corps. 

Dear Sir, — Kindly accept apologies 
for not writing before. As you 
havo likely heard already, I was rather 
severely "done in" at Paaschondaelc 
on November 13th. My wounds were 
not dangerous, although very painful. 
My steel helmet undoubtedly saved my 
life. A piece of shrapnel cut through 
the Tim of it and gave mo quite a gash 
beside tho eye. Another bit lodgod 
in my hand, and has since been cut 
out. A third larger fragment passed 
right through my log, just above the 
ankle, breaking the fibula, ono of the 
two bones of the lowor leg. Still an- 
other bit went through tho side of my 
foot. Now all this damage happened 
to the left sido of me, which was 
tinned towards the. bursting shell. 

I havo been operated on twiro, the 
first time at the Casualty Clearing 
Station, the second time, about two 
weeks ago, in Londoa. Tho first op- 
eration .was rathor "jnst foT the time 
being," and was not meant to be 
final. They sutured my head wound 
and cleaned and plugged my leg 
wound without removing the frag- 
ments of bone on tho fractured fibu- 
la. This had to bo done at a second 
operation, which was performed in 
London about two weeks ago, as my 
leg would not heal until it had been 
thoroughly, cleaned up. 

You cannot realize what a differ- 
orce that second operation made. Be- 
fore it, 1 suffered almost incessantly, 
not being ablo to sleep at night for 
the pain — since the operation I have 
suffered hardly any, sleeping all the 
night through and at tho present rate 
of healing I shall be hobbling about 
before many weeks. I am in splen- 
did spirits, and feel as well as I did 
b(foro I was hit. 

I think I am perhaps one of the 
luckiest men who ever left Canada. 
The shell that wounded me killed out- 
right the three men who were with 
mo. Only a second or two before the 
shell landed, I moved away from the 
very spot where it alighted suffi- 
ciently far to bring mo comparative 
safety and a good. Blighty. It makes 
one wonder whether Blind Chance or 
a Guiding Hand were concerned, and 
whether one of the others might not 
havo been better spared. 

My eyesight has been considerably 
damaged.. There was a hemorrhage in 
the interior of the eye, and the dried 
blood has not yet been absorbed. As 
soon as it is I expect to get.'my s'ght 
back. I am afraid I bore you aw- 
fully with my tale of woe, but please 
don't think I am down hearted. I 
never was happier and more cheerful, 
perhaps berauso of a duty well done. 
It is terrificaly satisfying to have 
dono your bit. Tom Bale (Congrega- 
tional College), came to see me the 
othor day. Ho is in the Tank Corps 
now, and has nearly completed his 
training. Myl but I was glad to eee 
him. It is nearly two years' since I 
saw him last. Ho is looking fine. Tom 
tri)d mo about Bob Fnirgriovo. I could 
hardly believe that Bob was dead, for 
I had a feeling ho wns gotting- bettor. 
The last'timo I mot him was at Loire, 
when ho was with the Sanitary Corps. 
It Ik certainly a big loss, 
Kindly greetings to nil,

munition factories, tho stimulation 
and regulation of production in gen- 
eral are essentially matters calling for 
individual enterprise and initiative. 
Canadian lifo develops enterprise and 
initiative. Socialism would seek to 
suppress this when it was needed most. 
One of the great problems after tho 
ivar will be to obtain capital. With a 
Socialistic Government capital would 
tend to leavo tho country rather than 
to flow in. Our problem of national 
defenco would not be in safe hands — 
Great Britain was ready in 1914 nii; 
because of tho aid of, but in spito of 
her Socialist agitators. At boil So- 
cialism is an experiment — and it would 
be poor policy to attempt to introduce* 
a new sccinl, political, educational or- 
der at a timo when wo arc facing a 
great crisis in national lifo. 

Mr. J. K. Morglcr, second spoakcr 
of tho affirmative, replying to Mr. C. 
H. Adiir'B statement that Karl Mark, 
Engels, Kautsky and other leading So- 
cialists promoted dissolution of con- 
jugalities, showed that those gentle- 
men lived in tho most undisturbed 
B harmony with their mates, that Mnrx 
1 especially was an exemplary husband 
rnd an irreproachable fathor. Tho 
fact is that Socialists never promote 
the dissolution of family ties, but like 
all rational beings, they are in favor 
of divorce under unbearable sex rela- 
, tions. The Socialists do not look up- 
on morality as a social custom, but as a 
very substantial tie to bind man to 
man, and they claim thatmoTality does 
not manifest itself alike in all ages. 
Mr. Mergler then gave his definition 
of Socialism, as the science defining 
the capitalistic mode of woalth pro- 
duction in its historical relation to 
aU preceding molles of production, as 
existed under the feudal regime, the 
Koman Empire or the Greek states. 
All economic conditions are in a con- 
stant process of change, just as nil 
things in the universe. Our capitalist 
system is subject to this process of 
change, and must eventually, when 
outgrowing its social use, give way to 
a new system. This system is Social- 
ism, and is based upon the collective 
ownership of tho means of production, 
as distinguished from the private own- 
ership prevailing to-day. One of the 
chief problems arising from this war 
is the problem of war itself. Are we 
going to be secure against all wars in 
future! Who can guarantee that af- 
ter this war is over, no other will 
break out. Wo have no guarantee 
whatever under the present system. 

Following Mr. Mergler, Mr. Aylen 
continued the negative Bide of the 
discussion. Ho argued that Mr. Kline- 
berg had assumed that Socialism was 
the only system of government which 
could effectively control industry and 
its products. Socialism, ho claimed, 
not only necessitated this, but went 
farther, and in wishing to reform 
present conditions, would overturn 
the present system completely, and 
wonld overturn society. Ho then re- 
y marked that Mr. Mergler had said that 
real Socialism had never been tried, 
and supported Mr. Adair's statement 
that it was for that very reason a mat- 
ter of experiment. 

He claimed also that a true Democ- 
racy as a preventative of future wars 
would contain all the advantages con- 
tained in the Socialistic state. He de- 
nied also that wars were based whol- 
ly on an economic basis,

ENGLAND ABOLISHES MILK 
CHOCOLATE. 

The Food Controller has issued an 
order forbidding tho uso in the manu- 
facture of chocolato of milk, con- 
densed milk, dried milk, or any other 
milk preparation. The terms of the 
order provide that any milk powder, 
condensed milk, dried milk, or nny 
other milk preparation which tho 
manufacturer had in stock at the 
close of business on Dec. 15, or which 
was in actual transit to him on that 
date may be used, and that any liquid 
milk delivered to him befoTO Dec. 24 
may also be used. The Food Control- 
ler may cancel, determine or modify, 
as he thinks fit, any contract tho 
manufacturer has entered into for the 
purchase of milk.

"Peace at any Price" was an ideal to 
strive for. He admitted that Social- 
ism proposed to do away with tho sys 
tem of privato property, but claimed 
it went farther than this, and claimed 
that until mankind is educated up* to 
a more altruistic point of view, tt is 
useless to introduce Socialism as a 
pcrmanont solution of after tho war 
problems. Socialism as tending to sup 
press individualism is not a desirable 
systom in any caso. He explained the 
educational system of tho Socialists, 
and argued that under u Bystem in 
which the State would decide the oc 
pupation of the citizens when they 
were very young, many mistakes would 
bo inevitable, and in addition to this 
the parents by being rolievod of their 
responsibility would lose the best mo 
tivo for industry and economy. Hu- 
mnn nature must be changed alBo be- 
fore privato property can be porman 
ently abolished. How far changes in 
men's motives may go it is hard to 
say, but it will take years of uplift 
ing education beforo these motives will 
allow equality. The after the war 
probloms, Mr. Aylen claimed, would 
be practically those which we are 
now attempting to solve, and are based 
on the inequality in the distribution 
of wealth. The difference will be one 
of degree. He ended by claiming that 
after the war would' be no time to in- 
troduce Socialism. Men would then 
be carried away by false ideas of free 
dom and equality, and a semi-military 
state would be tho result, a Btate 
which thoro would be no freedom .to 
the individual whatever. 

After tho above speakers had fin- 
ished their arguments, the question 
was opened for general discussion, and 
tho opportunity was seized by many 
of tli o b o present. Later on tho nega- 
tive side wore given tho decision by a 
as that popular vote. 



CONCLUDED. 

Theory. 

Before examining theic works with 
a view of getting am idea of hli theory 
I think it advisable to give a short 
summary of tho views generally held 
by vlowa about the origin of species 
at tho time when Darwin wrote, and 
■lightly before. 

The theory generally accepted by 
naturalists at this time was; that 
species had been created and that 
since their creation they had contin- 
ued to breed true to their kind, pro- 
ducing no variations which could be 
ranked as separate species. I quote a 
passage from Asa Gray's "Introduc- 
tion to Structural and Systematic 
Botany," which I think will make 
this idea more clear. 

Each particular kind of cultivât 
ed plant or domestic animal is repre 
seated before our eyes in a mass of in- 
dividuals, which we know from obser 
vation to a certain extent, and from 
necessary inference, have sprung from 
the samo stock. And common obser 
vation bos lod poople everywhere to 
expect that the different aorta will 
continue true to their kind, or at least 
to conclude that the different sorts 
of plants or of animals do not shade 
off one into another by insensible 
graduations, like the colours of the 
rainbow, as would have been the case 
if there were not distinct kinds at 
the beginning, and if their distinc 
tion were not kept up, unmingled, and 
transmitted essentially unaltered, from 
generation to generation. So we nat- 
urally assume that the Creator eBtab 
lished a definite, although a vast, 
number of types or Borts of plants 
and animals, and endowed them with 
the faculty of propagation each af- 
ter its kind; and that they have so 
continued unchanged in all their es- 
sential characteristics. Out of those 
general observations and conceptions 
the idoa of species must havo origin- 
ated; from them wo deduce its scien- 
tific definition, namely, that the 
species 1b, abstractly, the type or 
original of each sort of plant, or ani- 
mal thus represented in time by a 
perennial succession of like individ- 
uals, or concretely, that il is the sum 
of .such series or congeries of individ- 
uals; and that all tho descendants o 
the same stock and of no other, com- 
pose one species. 

Although this was the conception of 
orthodox Bcienco at tho time, some few 
naturalists, whoso numbers wero in- 
creasing, held that species undergo 
modification, and that existing forms 
of lifo are descended from pre- 
existing forms, i havo condensed the 
following notes from an historic 
sketch, with which Darwin prefaces 
tho Vlth edition of his Origin of Spo- 
cies. The sketch is entitled, "An His» 
torical Sketch of tho Progress of 
Opinion on the Origin of Spocies, 
previously to the publication of tho 
first edition of this work." 

Buffou was the first in modern 
times to treat the mutability of spe- 
cies in a scientific manner, but his 
opinion fluctuated greatly at differ- 
ent periods. He also did not enter 
into the cause or means of the for- 
mation of specieB.p ' - • 
Lamarck's conclusion' on >tbe sub- 
ject first excited much attention. He 
first published his views in 1801, and 
enlarged them in 1809 and 1815. He 



tall than any of his predecessors, ap- 
plying It to the whole mass of organ- 
te life on tht world. Ho also inquired 
more closely into the cause and man- 
ner of development, and formed an 



hypothesis to explain variation and 
heredity. 

Darwin's most noted work is "The 
Origin of Species, by means of Rat- 
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Life." The first edition was pub- 
lished in 1859. 
In the first chapter he deals with 
Variation under Domestication." Ho 
ehowB that under domestication ani- 
mals tend to vary. This tendency may 
be partly accounted for by the change 
In condition under which the animal 
lives, and partly by the nature of 
the organism itself. He considers the 
latter to be the more important cause. 
In domestic animals the increased use 
or dis-use of a part has had an herc-dit- 
ary effect, i.e., "In a domestic duck 
the bones of the wing weigh less, and 
the bones of the leg more in pro- 
portion to the whole skeleton than do 
the same bones in the wild duck." He 
also alludes to what be calls correlat- 
ed variations, i.e., "Important changes 
in embryo or laTva will probably en- 
tail changes in the mature animal." 
"Pigeons with short beaks have small 
feet, and those with largo beaks large 
feet. He thon uhows how different 
from each other the various domestic 
varieties of an animal are, taking do- 
mestic pigeons for an example. Yot 
it is almost certain that theBO have 
all been derived from a single wild 
stock. These varieties have been pro- 
duced by man consciously selecting 
birds with the various small varia- 
tions in a particular direction, and 
breeding from theso birds. The varia- 
tions tend to be communicated to the 
offspring, and become permanent char- 
acters. The principles of selection 
havo been followed by man from an- 
cient times, often unconsciously. 

The second chapter deals with "Var- 
iations under Nature." In a state of 
raturo many species are sub-divided 
into what aro called varieties, not 
ilefinito onough to bo claHsod as scp 
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The College la a Government Insti- 
tution, designed primarily for the pur- 
pose of giving Instructions In all 
branches of military science to Cadets 
and Officers of the Canadian Militia.

Commissions in all branches of the 
Imperial service and Canadian Perman- 
ent Force are offered annually. 

The diploma of graduation la consid- 
ered by the authorities conducting the 
examination for Dominion Land Sur- 
veyor to be equivalent to a university 
degree, and by the Regulations of the 
Law Society of Ontario. It obtains the 
same exemptlona as a B.A. degree. 

The length of the course la three 
years In three terms of 9 M months 
each. 

The total cost of the course, Includ- 
ing board, uniform, Instructional ma- 
terial, and all extras Is about 1000. 

The annual competitive examination 
for admleslon to the College, takes 
place In June of each year, at the head- 
quarters of the several military dis- 
tricts.

apheld the doctrine tHat all species, in- 
cluding man, are the descendants from 
other species. Lamarck seems to have 
been led to this conclusion on the 
gradual change of species, by the 
difficulty of distinguishing species 
and varieties, by the almoBt perfect 
graduation of forms in certain groups, 
and by the analogy of domestic pro 
ductlons. The means of modification 
he ascribed, some to the action of 
physical conditions of life, some to 
crossing of already existing forms, 
nnd some to the effects of habit. He 
believed In a law of progressive de 
olopment; and as all tbo forms of life 
thus tend to progress, in order fô ac- 
count for the existence at the present 
day of simple production, he ( main- 
tained that such forms are now spon 
taneously generated, 

Geoffrey Saint Hclniro, suspected 
as early as 1795 that what we call 
rpecles are various degenerations of 
tho same type. In 1828 he published 
his convictions that the same forms 
have not perpetuated Bince the origin 
of all things. He howover did not 
believe that existing species are now 
undergoing modification. 

In 1813 Dr. W. C. Wells read a pa- 
per before tho Boyal Society in which 
ho distinctly recognized the principle 
of natural seloction, but applies It on- 
ly to the races of man, and to certain 
characters alone. Ho shows how by 
a process of variation and natural se- 
lection a race of ncgroeB would de- 
velop in the middle region of Africa, 
which would be Immune to certain 
tropicnl diseases, and how this race 
would take the place of all its weak- 
er and less immune .rivals. 

Many other authors discuflBod this 
subject, and held similar views. Mr. 
Patrick Mathews, in 1831, gives pre- 
cisely tho same views as that pro- 
pounded by Wallace and Darwin in 
tho "Linnoan Journal." Others who 
held similar viows were the Hon. and 
Rev. AV. Herbert, 1822; Prof. Grant, 
1826; Von Bach, 1836; Bafinesquo, 
1836; Prof. Haldon, 1843-44, author 
of "Vestiges of Creation," 1844; M! 
J. d'Omnlius d'Halloy, 1846; Profes- 
sor Owen, M. lHador Geoffroy Saint 
Hclaire, 1851; Dr. Frocke, 1851; Her- 
bert Sponccr, 1852; M. Naudin, 1852; 
Count Keyserling, 1853; Dr. Schaaff- 
hauacn, 1853; M. Locoq, 1851; Rev. 
Baden Powell, 1855. 

On July 1st, 1858, tho joint ' essay 
of Wallace and Darwin was read be- 
foro tho Linnoau Society. Huxley, 
in 1859 and Hooker in tho same year 
supported the hypothesis of develop- 
ment. 

Thus it is seen" that Darwin did not 
originate the developmental hypoth- 
(jBia. What he did was to state . it 
moro clearly . and In much greater do-

nrate species. Theso have been thought . £i wa y» carefully manipulated, 
to bo related by descent to the spe- 1 ' 
pies proper. There is often consider- 
able doubt as to whothor they tire 
varieties or separate species. Individ' [fTlï 
uals of the samo species often differ, 
and these differences are sometimes 
hereditary. "In largo genera t».o spe- 
cies are apt to be closely, but unequal- 
ly, allied togother, forming little clus- 
ters round other species. "Species very 
losely allied to other species appar- 
ently' have restricted ranges. 
In all theso respects the species of 
large genera present a strong analogy 
with varieties. And wo can clearly 
uiiderstand these analogies, if species 
once existed as varieties, and thus or- 
ginated; wlwroas, these analogies are 
utterly inexplicable if species nrc in- 
lependent creations." 

The third chapter deals with "Tho 
Struggle for Existence." All organic 
bolngs tend to increase nt a very 
high rate. Therefore it natnraly fol- 
lows, that ns thero ns only sustenaneo 
for a limited number of beings on 
the earth nf., one timo, thcro mUBt bo 
a strugglo "for existence. Tho action 
of climate, the lack of food, tho de- 
struction by other animals nil com- 
bine to chock the over increase of a 
species in any particular place. Ani- 
mals or plants having the same habits 
will "come Into closer competition than 
those having different habits. There- 
fore It follows that tho struggle for 
e.\istonco will be most sevens between 
individuals and varieties of tho snmc 
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species. 

The fourth chapter deals with ' ' Nat- 
ural Selection or The Survival of vho 
Fittest." Variations of all kinds will 
occur, some useful, and some useless, 
to the species. The useful oneB will 
bo preserved by the individual, which 
possesses them, having n better chance 
to leave offspring, and theso offspring 
will tend to inherit the variation, or 
to inherit the tendency to' vary in a 
liko manner with their parents. I 
will quote the following passage from 
this chapter, which helps to make this 
theory clear, "Lot us tnkc the cobo 
of a wolf, which prcj'B on various 
nnimnls, securing boMo by craft, somo 
by strength and somo by flectncss; and 
let us suppose that the fleotest proy, 
a deer, for instance, had from any 
change in the country increased in 
numbers, or that other prey had do- 
creased in number, during that sea- 
son of tho year whon the wolf was 
hardest pressed for food. Under such 
circumstances tho swiftest nnd slim- 
mest wolves would havo the best 
chanco 'of suivlvinc, and so be pre- 
served or selected— provided always 
that they retained strength to master 
their prey at this or some other per- 
iod of the year, when they were com- 
pelled to prey on other animals. I 
can see no moro Teason to doubt that 
this would be the_rcBult, than that man 
should be able to improvo the fleet- 
ness of his greyhounds by caroful and 
methodical selection, or from that kind 
of unconscious Belection which follows 
from each man trying to keep tho best 
dogs without any thought of modify- 
ing tho breed." Darwin also shows 
hew special secondary sexual chnrac 
tcrs may bo producod by what he calls 
"Soxual Selection," i.o., tho struggle 
between moles for tho female, the vic- 
tor having offspring while tho van- 
quished has few or nono. Such char 
actors as the ^pur on the cock's leg, 
the lion's mane, tho stag's horns, have 
likely boon developed in this manner. 
Melodious voice or brilliant plumage 
ir. birdB has probably boon devolop 
ed by tho fomnlo selecting for a mate 
tho moat beautiful male, (according 
to her standard of beauty). 

If a new variety of n spocies is in- 
troduced into a country which is ab 
ready well populated it will be moro 
likely to multiply nnd establish' Itself 
if the habits aro different from thoao 
of the natives. Thereforo of tho de- 
scendants of a speclos thoso that have 
tho most diverse chnractor will bo 
most likely to be soloctcd by natural 
selection, and in this way u spccieB 
tends to break up into varietioH or in- 
to, other species. The less improved 
nn(l intermediate forms will tend to

become extinct as the others will take 
their place. 

Chapter five is devoted to "Tho 
Laws of Variation." As Darwin savs, 
"Our ignorance of the laws of varia- 
tion is profound." "Changed condi- 
cions generally induce mere fluctuat- 
ing variability, but sometimes they 
cause direct and definite effects. . 
. . When one pnrt is largely devel- 
oped, perhaps it tends to draw nour- 
ishment from adjoining parts. . . . 
Rudimentary organs, from bsing use- 
less, are not regulated by natural se- 
lection, and hence are variable. . . 
Specific characters — that is, the char- 
acters which have come to differ since 
the several species of the raw genius 
branches off from a common parent — 
are more variable than generic char- 
actors, or those which have long been 
inherited, and have not differed with- 
in this same period." He concludes 
the chapter with the following io- 
marks: "Whatever the cause may be 
of each slight difference between the 
offspring and their pn rents — and a 
cause for each must exist — we have 
reason to believe that it is the steady 
accumulation of beneficial differences 
which has given rise to all tho more 
important mollifications of structure 
in relation to the hubits of each spe- 
cies. 

Chapter six deals with the difficul- 
ties of the theory such as ' ' Absence or 
variety of transitional varieties.' "Di- 
versified habits of tho same species." 
Species with habits widely diffcreut 
from those of their allies. Is natural 
selection able to produce organs of such 
extreme perfection as the human eye? 
Ir. this case he shows that in nature 
we find organs of vision in different 
stages of perfection, from the aggre- 
gate of pigment cells without lens or 
nerves, which servo to distinguish 
light from darkness to tho perfect eye 
of the eagle. 

Chapter seven discusses "Some mis- 
cellaneous objections to tho theory of 
Natural Selection." 

Chapter eight deals with the appli- 
cation of the theory of natural selec- 
tion to instincts. In It ho gives sev- 
eral accounts of wonderful instincts 
possessed by different animals, among 
others tho slave mnking ants; the 
hu's bee, the cuckoo, etc. 

Chapter nino is on Hybridism. 
Chapter ten is. "on the Imperfections 
of the Geological Record." In this 
chapter he Rhows tnat life must have 
existed on the earth for a vast period 
of timo, and that our collections of 
fossil remains are very Imperfoct, and 
that only a very small proportion of 
tho least perishable organic remains 
have been preserved in the rocks. 

Chapter eleven deals with "the 
Geological Succession of Organic Be- 
i;.gi." 

Chapters twelve and thirteen deal 
with "Geographical Distribution." 

Chapter fourteen discusses the "Mu- 
tual Affinities of Organic Beings: Em- 
bryology, Rudimentary organs." 

Chapter fifteen is N a " recapitulation 
of the objections to the theory of 
Natural Selection, and Special Cir- 
cumstances In its favour." In it he 
discusses how it may bo extended ana 



its effect on the study of natural his- 
tory. He concludes the book with the 
following passage; 

"It is interesting to contemplate a 
tangled bank, clothed with many 
plants of many kinds, with birds sing- 
ing in the bashes, with various Insects 
flitting about, and with worms crawl- 
ing through the damp earth, and to 
reflect that these elaborately con- 
structed forms, so different from each 
other, and dependent upon each other 
in so complete a manner, have all been 
produced by laws acting around us. 
These laws, taken in the largest sense, 
being growth with reproduction; in- 
heritance which is almost implied by 
reproduction; variability from the in- 
direct and direct action of the con- 
ditions of life, and from use and dis- 
use; a ratio of increase so high as to 
lead to a struggle for life, and as a 
consequence to Natural Selection, en- 
tailing divergence of character and 
the extinction of less improved forms. 
Thus from the war of nature, from 
famine and death, the' most exalted ob- 
ject which we are capable of conceiv- 
ing, namely, the production of the 
higher animals, directly follows. There 
is a grandeur in this view of life, with 
its several powers, having been origin- 
ally breathed hy the Creator into a 
few forms or into one; and that 
whilst this planet has gone cycling on 
according to the fixed law of gravity, 
from so simple a beginning, endless 
forms most beautiful and most won- 
derful have been, and are being evolv- 
ed. 

Perhaps Darwin's next most import- 
ant work is his "Variation of Animals 
and Pluncts under Domestication." In 
it he draws most fully upon his vast 
store of material on this subject, which 
he had previously partly used in his 
"Origin of Species." In order to ex- 
plain how variations are transmitted 
from one generation to another, which 
is necessary if selection is to be of 
any use, he devised the provisional hy. 
pothesis which he called Pangenesis. 
To make this clear I think I cannot do 
better than quote from bis work: 

"I assume that cells before their 
conversion into completely passive or 
"formed material," throw of/ minute 
granules or atoms, which circulate 
freely throughout the system, and when 
supplied with proper nutriment mul- 
tiply by self diversion, subsequently 
becoming developed into colls like 
those from which they wero derived . 
These granules, for tho sake of dis- 
tinction may be called ccll-gcmmulcs, 
or, ns the cellular theory is not fully 
established, simply gemmules. They 
arc supposod to be transmitted from 
tho parents to the offspring, nnd are 
generally developed in the génération 
which immediately succeeds, but are 
often transmitted in a dormant state 
during mnny generations, and aro then 
developed. Their development Is 
supposed to depend on their union 
with other partially developed cells or 
gemmules, which precede them in the 
regular course of growth. . ( . , Gem- 
mules aro supposed to be thrown off 
by every cell or unit, not only" during 
the adult stage, but during all the 
stages of development. Lastly, I as- 
sume that the gemmules in their dor- 
mant state have a mutual affinity for 
each other, leading to their aggrega- 
tion either into buds or into the sex- 



ual elements. Hence speaking strictly 
it is not the reproductive elements, 
nor the buds, which generate new or- 
ganisms, but the cells themselves 
throughout the body. This assump- 
tion constitutes the provisional hy- 
pothesis which I have c»n»'i Pangen- 
esis." 

Darwin's third most important book, 
which perhaps causes more stir than 
any of the others is, "The Descent of 
Man, and Selection in Relation to 
Sex." As its title denotes, it really 
treats two different subjects. 

Part I is devoted to "the descent 
or origin of man." In it he give* 
the evidence of the descent of man 
from some lower form, and discusses 
how he could have developed. He 
considers the difference in mental 
powers between man, and the lower 
animals; and how the intellect and 
moral faculties have developed during 
primeval and civilized times. He 
determines man's position in the ani- 
mal series, and discusses the forma- 
tion of the different Taces of men. I 
will quote the following passage from 
his work, in which he gives the pedi- 
gree of man. 

"The most ancient progenitors of 
the kingdom of the vertebrates, 'at 
which we are able to obtain an obscure 
glance, apparently consist of a group 
of marine animals, resembling the 
larvae of existing Ascidians. These 
animals probably gave rise to a group 
of fishes, as lowly organized as the 
lancet; and from these the Ganoids, 
and other fishes like the Lepidosircns, 
must have developed. From such fish 
a very small advance would carry us 
to the Amphibians. Wc have seen that 
birds and reptiles were ouce intimately 
connected together; and the Monstre- 
mats now connect mammals with rep- 
tiles in a slight degree. But no one 
enn at present say by what line of 
descent tho three higher and related 
classes, namely, mammals, birds, and 
fcptiles, were derived from the two 
lower vertebrate classes, namely, am- 
phibians and fishes. In tho class of 
mammals the steps aro not difficult 
to conceiv-î which led from tho an- 
cient Monotrcmats to tho ancient Mar- 
supials: and from these to the early 
progenitors of the placental mammals. 
We may thus ascend to tho Lemwridae, 
iind the interval is not very wide from 
these to the Simiadac. The Simiadae 
thin branched off into two great 
bIi'H.s, the New World nnd the Old 
World monkeys, and from the latter 
at it remote period, Man, tho wondifs 
and glory of tho Universe, proceeded. 

Part two of this work is an elabora- 
tion of those principles of Sexunl Se- 
lection which had previously been dis- 
cjsscd in the "Origin of Species." Tho 
third part relates tho principle of sex- 
ual selection to man.

Year by year, during the course 
of the war, the soil of France gathers 
sacred associations and memories in 
the minds of all of English race. The 
following is a brief extract from a 
letter received in November last by 
Mrs. R. W. Lee, from her sister, MUa 
Marjorie Macdonell, who has been 
working under the Croix Rouge, since 
July, 1917. 

"I never told you that while at 
Meaux I went over - the Marne bat- 
tlefield. It was a sight I never shall 
forget. Never have I seen anything 
like it, so impressive and grand. It is 
a great tableland stretching for miles. 
It is all cultivated land, and winding 
in and out of the fields are the 
trenches, now overgrown with willows 
r.z*d poppies. There are still the piles 
of old barbed wire, and everywhere 
there are small white wood enclosures, 
like white sheop-pens, headed by a 
s-mall white cross. On this cross is 
nailed a tin cockade, red, white and 
blue, und below is painted: 'Here He" 
20, or it may be 50 or 200 or more 
' ' nameless French soldiers. ' ' Scat- 
tered at every few yards there are 
these little white cots, with tbelr 
small head-cross. Nearby are often 
black enclosures with a black cross, 
and hero lie Roches, only tho Boches 
burned most of their dead — and 
wounded, too. Tho road winds on till 
you come to tho villago of Barey, and 
there is desolation; the houses shat- 
tered and the church toru to bit*. 
The great bell lies on the ground. I 
believe it was our distant guns that 
did this, because tho church was full 
of Huns. Of course it was this bat- 
tle that turned the Boches from Puris. 
There is tho tiny cemetery riddled by 
tLo murks of machine guns. This 
.changed hands five times, and hero 
lie hundreds of Zouaves. They rando 
a great stand there, and their graves 
lie together' marked by crosses and 
tangles of Michaelmas daisies. At 
tho end of the battlefield stands a 
groat bluo wooden cross with the 
French flag waving below it. This 
port has been bought by the Bishop 
of Meaux, and hero will be made the 
cemetery, but it is far finer as it is 
now, with the wild open country and 
the tiny white enclosures like child- 
ren's cribs. On somo of these lny a 
bottle with the message inside: ' ' Man- 
amo So and So begs that any one 
passing by will read this, and if they 
have any information to givo ns to 
the circumstances of her son's death in 
such nnd such a regiment, she will bo 
prnteful," — end then the address is 
givon. I send you some clover leaves 
picked on the field of bnttlc. In this 
solemn place I felt silent, and as if 
cno- only dared talk in a whisper, like 
being in a vast cathedral.

Work in 
three tablespoons' of lard or veget- 
able shortening with the finger tips. 
Add enough milk and water in equal 
p (ir ts — from three-quarters of a cupful 
to one cupful— to make a biscuit 
dovgh. Turn out on a floured board, 
make into rolls, lay on greased tins 
and let stand for fifteen mintues In a 
cool place. Brush ovor with milk or 
melted butter arid bake in a hot o-en 
for twenty minutes.
